New fraternity, Zeta Sigma, created | EVERYTHING OLD Is NEW AGAIN 
following break from Pi Kappa Phi | ay ed

Three years ago a senall group of 

CSUS students living at a residential 
hall on campus were approached by 
Harry McIntosh of the national fra- 
ternity Pi Kappa Phi. Eventually, he 
enticed them, on their collective in- 
terest in the Greek life, to establish a 
colony here at CSUS. 
_ Because of continuous conflict 
between the national office and the 
local affiliate, Pi Kappa Phi is no 
longer represented here at CSUS. 

Epsilon Nu, the Greek name of Pi 
Kappa Phi’s Sacramento State chap- 
ter, was initially chartered ‘here in 
1982. The group was scheduled to 
recharter next spring. 

Now, the group recruited by 
Mcintosh, currently at 25 members, 
has voted unanimously to disassoci- 
ate from Pi Kappa Phi due to an 
accusation of financial insubordina- 
tion, according to the residing presi- 
dent of Sacramento State’s Pi Kappa 
Phi affiliate, Mario A. Muniz Jr. and 
first vice president, John Lagios. 

‘“‘We were promised many things 
that did not come true,” Lagios said. 
‘“‘We would meet their final require- 
ment and have our hopes high about 
getting chartered, then twice they 
threw afurve ball at us that would 
set us back a semester. We weren’t 
about to take strike three.” 

Muniz, one of the original eight 
members to travel to Chico for Pi 
Kappa Phi’s pre-initiation, was im- 
pressed by the scholarship and integ- 
rity of the national organization. But 

-Muniz has now decided to pioneer, 
along with all other members of the 
existing colony,.a new local frater- 
nity, Zeta Sigma. 

“We like what they had to offer at 
first,” Muniz said. “They advocated 
philanthropic oriented events, and 
we committed ourselves to this phi- 
losophy. Sponsoring money for the 
handicapped and volunteering for 
community service became an inte- 
gral part of our colony.” 

“However, some questions came 
up concerning the chartering stan- 
dards that we felt were discrepant in 
nature,” Muniz said. 


In the spring of 1996, acting presi- 
dent Jeff McLeod faxed the GPAs of 
all members to the national office, 
according to Muniz. The minimum 
average to maintain is 2.0.; five stu- 
dents were below the average. Be- 
cause the cumulative average was 
above the minimum, however, the 
national office allowed them to post- 
pone their chartering date to March 
16 if they could replace those who 
were not up to academic standards. 

They followed through, but this 
wasn’t enough according to Pi Kappa 
Phi’s National Executive Director 
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Mario Muniz, former Pi Kappa 
Phi, new head of Zeta Sigma 


_ Jason Dodd. The decision to drop the 


CSUS affiliate was not due to aca- 
demics, but specifically due to the 
failure to pay liability insurance for 
the number of members listed: in the 
colony’s’ official list. of «members, 
otherwise known as the Green Re- 
port. 

Dodd said that the reason the na- 
tional office was not going to initiate 
the colony was not because of any 
academic’ deficiency. 

“We decided to drop them be- 
cause they chose not to pay the li- 
ability insurance, which was most 
important to us,” Dodd said. 

Pi Kappa Phi has initiated over 
73,000 men since being founded in 
1904. The organization is currently 
among the largest national fraterni- 
ties in the country with over 135 
chapters nationwide. 


Muniz stated that they had sup- 
plied the national organization with 
the proper documents at a meeting 
with the National Executive Council 
at the Burlingame Hyatt in August. 
The executive council included Dodd 
and Matt Pena, the local colony’s 
new leadership consultant. 

“We had a meeting set with the 
council in which we brought the cor- 
rect information concerning our ini- 
tiation,” Muniz said. “We had pre- 
pared the necessary documents butit 
seemed as if they didn’t care. Their 
actions reflected a very condescend- 
ing attitude toward our efforts.” 

“That’s unfortunate. If they made 
their choice to disassociate themselves 
from Pi Kappa Phi because they felt 
that they were shunned then that’s their 
decision,” said Dodd of the Burlingame 
meeting. 


The problem boils down to a green 


report, stating that the CSUS chapter 
had 25 members, that was sent to na- 
tionals by McLeod this last summer. 
Dodd interpreted it as 39 members, a 
number he said that he received from 
CSUS Greek Advisor Scott Seagal. 

But according to Seagal, this was 
not the case. The numbers on the list 
were drastically less than those pro- 
posed by nationals. 

“There were 29 members on the 
Green Report that was turned into the 
Inter-Fraternity Council (IFC) in Sep- 
tember,” Seagal said. “I believe there 
was a difference of opinion on acouple 
of crucial issues. But it was good that it 
happened now before they were initi- 
ated.” 

The remaining apie of die Pi 
Kapp colony have now formed Zeta 
Sigma, which, according to Muniz, 
will place an emphasis on scholarship 
and community service. 

“They are a strong group,’ Seagal 
said of Zeta Sigma. “TI think if they 
come up with a solid core.and founda- 
tion, they can benefit a national organi- 
zation or do well locally.” 

‘“‘We’d like to have the best GPA on 
campus,” Muniz said. “We are now 
raising funds for the handicapped, as- 
sisting at local homeless shelters twice 
a month, and plan on visiting a retire- 
ment home on Christmas.” 


Kennedy plans to cut waste by 50 percent

Garbage, garbage everywhere and no 
place to put it! The university must cut 
waste production by 50 percent by the 


year 2000. Recycling efforts on campus 
have been considered to be unsuccessful 
in the past, but new arrangements are 
being made. 

To facilitate this change, Associated 
Students Incorporated, the Hornet Foun- 


dation, and the university have hired Mark 


Kennedy as University Conservation 
Coordinator. 

_ Kennedy, who graduated from 
Humboldt State University with aB.S. in 
natural resource management in 1992, 


began his quest for a cleaner campus,in 
July. The project began by increasing 
efforts to reduce waste paper. 

“There are approximately 161 bins 
for paper located in various buildings on 
campus,” said Kennedy. 

The recycling effort will be extended 
to the residence halls and later to the 
dining facilities. Recyclable materials will 
include paper, aluminum and glass prod- 
ucts. 

“Right now, California is the fourth 
largest producer of waste in the world,” 
Kennedy said. “Ourstateis creating more 
garbage than the entire nation of Japan, 
and that needs to change.” 

People on campus can help im- 


prove the appearance of the 
grounds by putting existing bins 
to use, and by keeping inappro- 
priate material out of those bins. 
Bins intended for aluminum, 
glass, and plastic are located at 
The Hornet’s Nest in the Univer- 
sity Union, which also has a bin 
for newspaper. 

“Tf every person on campus recycled 
theirnotepaper, approximately 1,020trees 
could be saved from being harvested,” 
Kennedy said. “And that’s a start.”

Justice Dept. orders VMI to submit a coed plan 


LEXINGTON, Va. (AP) — Vir- » 


ginia Military Institute wants to 
give as little special treatment as 
possible to the first class Of women 
entering its corps of cadets. 

The Justice Department, how- 
ever, wants the school to make up 
for 157 years of excluding women 
by lowering potential barriers to 
their success. 

Lawyers for both sides will 
meet Wednesday in federal court 
in Roanoke to begin hashing out 
what, if any, accommodations 
VMI should make for females. 

Papers already filed with the 
court indicate the Justice Depart- 
ment does not trust VMI to make 
women welcome or to protect 
them from sexual harassment. 

VMI charges that the Justice 


Department wants to destroy its 
adversity-driven system, includ- 
ing the physically and emotion- 
ally rigorous freshman “rat line.” 

The Justice Department wants 
VMI to submit a point-by-point plan 
for coeducation, detailing how 
women will be treated in the rat line 
and in every other aspect of cadet 
life. 

The government also wants U.S. 


‘District Judge Jackson Kiser to ex- 


amine VMI’s system to determine if 
anything — from extracurricular 
activities to financial aid — discrimi- 
nates against women or would deter 
them from applying. 

Coeducation “requires more than 
merely opening VMI’s doors to 
women and making minimal accom- 
modations,” the Justice Department 


says in court documents. 

“The court may appropriately re- 
quire the defendants, at least in the 
beginning years, to go beyond what 
is offered to men to insure (sic) that 
the physical, financial and psycho- 
logical barriers to women’s entry are 
overcome.’ 

VMI disagrees, citing the U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruling that some women 
may thrive in its harsh system. In court 
papers, VMI argued that it should not 
have to commit prematurely to specific 
requirements because the “incorporation 
of women into the corps of cadets, of 
necessity, must be a ‘work in progress.”

Universi sity Archives now largest 
of its kind in Northern California |

When the University Archives 
opened in 1950, success at any level for 
the new establishment was a long shot. 
The archives, however, have now 
grown to be the largest of their kind in 
all of Northern California, holding the 
history of CSUS as well as innumer- 
able other intriguing topics of available 
research. 

Located at the south end of the 
library, the archives are headed by 
University Archivist Georgiana White 
and have been since 1975. 

“T workedin library circulation from 
1966 to “69, was an assistant archivist 
from ‘69 to ’75 and have been the head 
of the archives ever since,” she said. 

The archives hold files that have 
proven to be of much interest to CSUS 


students. Information on the parking, 
buildings and fees at CSUS as well as 
the entire index of the State Hornet 
from its beginnings are among the com- 
mon inquiries. 

Information about the founder of 
CSUS, Guy West, has also proved to be 
a valuable asset of the archives. 

“We have a large photo, audio and 
visual file on Guy West,” White said. 

. Extensive files on prominent politi- 

cal figures‘ related to CSUS include 
former Congressman John E. ‘Moss, 
once a part of the Congressional Sub- 
committee on the Vietnam War, as 
well as State Assemblyman Phil 
Isenberg, who has just finished his final 
terminthe Assembly. After graduating 
from CSUS, Isenberg later worked 
under the controversial former Assem- 
bly Speaker Willie Brown before be- 
coming mayor of Sacramento. 


“The Isenberg file is one of my 
favorites,” says White. 

The archives don’t just contain in- 
formation on former presidents and 
alumni. They also hold other informa- 
tion relating to California, including 
in-depth files on the progress of Japa- 
nese-Americans from their time of 
immigration to present. They have au- 
dio tapes and extensive research of the 
Japanese Internment and the infamous 
executive-order #9066 in 1942. 

Much to the delight of White and 
the rest ofher staff, the utilization of the 
archives has increased greatly. The ar- 
chives are open from 8 a.m.-6 p.m. 
Monday-Thursday and 8 a.m.-4:30p.m. 
Friday. Use of the archives is by ap- 
pointment only. Appointments can be 
made by calling 278-6144. Georgiana 
White can be reached by e-mail at 
georgiana @csus.edu.

The Supreme Court ruled in June 
that VMI could not remain state- 
supported and all-male. In Sep- 
tember, the board of visitors voted 
to admit women, rejecting an 
alumni-backed plan for taking the 
college private. 

VMI acknowledges that it may 
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have to “adjust aspects of the 
physical program,” but it basi- 
cally plans to treat women just as 
it treats men. 

The school says in court pa- 
pers that the Justice Department’s 
fears about sexual harassment or

ignorant about VMI.” 

“Long before our society at- 
large declared sexual harassment 
to be unlawful, VMI cadets were 
taught a way of life that does not 
tolerate abuse of women,” the 
court documents say. 

The Citadel, which was until 
this fall the natron’s only other 
all-male state-supported college, 
gave the federal court in Charles- 
ton, S.C., a 57-point plan for ac- 
commodating women before four 
female cadets arrived in August. 

Ann MacLean Massie, a pro- 





fessor of constitutional law at 
Washington and Lee University 
who has followed the case, said 
VMI would be naive to expect to 
escape similar government scru- 
tiny. 7 

“The Justice Department is 
saying you’ve got to bend over 
backwards. We need to see evi- 
dence that you’ re engaging in this 
careful planning,” she said. 

VMI says it hopes to have 30 
women in August’s freshman 
class. As of late last week, five 
women had applied. |

(AP)—Scientists meeting this week 
will propose striking Jupiter’ s moon 
Europa with a missile to knock 
chunks of its icy crust into space for 
retrieval by a spacecraft and return 
to Earth. 

Scientists from Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in Pasadena are looking 
for a relatively quick and inexpen- 

- give way to sample Europa’s frac- 
tured surface, which may be hiding 
an ocean — and, perhaps — life. 

The idea, so far unfunded, will 
be discussed Tuesday at the San 
Juan Institute durirlg a meeting of ° 

geologists, planetary scientists. and

exobiologists considering the po- 
tential for life on Europa, 

“Tt’s an inspired plan that could 
bring important clues about what 
might be the only other body in our 
solar system with an ocean,” said 
Doug Nash, the institute’s director. 

The so-called Ice Clipper would 
launch a 20-pound, unarmed mis- 
sile into Europa, hurling pieces of 
the surface 30 miles into space. 

Then it would use a gel to collect 
shards of ice as it streaked through 
the resulting debris cloud. 

The probe would return the 
sample to Earth, parachuting into 
the atmosphere.

In the late 1970s, CSUS music 
professor Gene Savage caught a 
vision; an idea that would give 
students and the Sacramento com- 
munity the opportunity to hear 
live, contemporary American mu- 
sic. In 1978, Savage started the 
Festival of New American Music 
(FENAM), and for 19 consecu- 
tive years, CSUS has played host 
to this rich gathering of renowned 
musicians, composers and some 
of Sacramento State’s own fac- 
ulty and student musical talent. 

The Festival of New American 
Music is now considered the West 
Coast’s premier showcase for con- 
temporary American composers, 
artists and scholars. While music 
festivals crop up yearly around 
the country, as far as festival co- 
director and CSUS professor Dan 
Kennedy is aware, FENAM is the 
only one devoted exclusively to 
contemporary 20th century 
American music. 

Spanning 11 days from Nov. 6 
to Nov. 17, FENAM presents con- 
certs, lectures, music previews 
and premiers, workshops and 
masterclasses — all for free. Most 
events are held on campus, with 
the closing day’s concerts play- 
ing at the Westminster Presbyte- 
rian Church and the Crocker Art 
Museum. 

“Gene’s vision was not only to 
bring new music here but to have 
visiting performers that would in- 
teract with the audience and other 
performers,” said Kennedy. The 
previews and masterclasses slated 
throughout the festival make that 
possible. Some composers are on 
hand to discuss their work with 
audience members prior to its per- 
formance. CSUS music students 
get the opportunity to hone their 
own performance skills with the 
help of guest artists during the 
masterclasses. 

Each year the festival features 
a key note speaker. Last year, re- 
nowned composer Philip Glass 
spoke. This year John Adams, an 
acclaimed composer whose post- 
modern operas (Nixon in China, 
The Death of Klinghoffer) led the 
way to a new kind of musical 
theater, will deliver the key note 
address. Day events will include 
“in-school” performances along 
with workshops and lectures. Late 
afternoons and evenings consist 
of concerts. 

Musically, the festival leans to- 
ward the modern and avant-garde 
— “academic music,” as Kennedy

puts it. But much of the music 
remains accessible to general- 
interest audiences. 

The “most interesting” aspect 


of the event, says Kennedy, ts the 


price, or lack thereof, Last year’s 
Philip Glass lecture would alone 
have claimed $40 a head, accord- 
ing to Kennedy, and many of this 
year’s performers could not be 
seen outside of the venue without 
a chunky admission price. 

With the exception of Sunday’s 
closing performances, evening 
concerts are being held at 8 p.m. 
in the Music Recital Hall. 
Tuesday’s performance will be a 
combination of music, dance and 
theatrics. Former CSU San Diego 
music professor Pauline Oliveros, 
head of the Deep Listening Insti- 
tute and a prolific contributor to 
contemporary American music, 
will play the accordion accompa- 
nied by dancers from Dale Scholl 
Dance/Art and choreographed 
musicians from Music Now. 

The award-winning New Mil- 
lennium Ensemble will perform 
Nov. 13, and the critically ac- 
claimed Cassatt String Quartet

choirs ready for season opener on Saturday

Nearly 1,000 years of music will be 
brought to life on Nov. 16 at the 1996 
season opener for the three choirs of 
CSUS. Centuries of Songs will show- 
case choral works dating back from the 
11th century to the present. The 
Women’s Chorus, the Men’s Chorus 
and the University Chorus combined 
are over 100 voices strong. Led for the 
past 11 years by conductor Donald 
Kendrick, the trio of choirs will per- 
form a wide variety of choral selections 
at the concert. 

To begin, the Women’s Chorus will 
perform arather international set. They 
will be singing a beautiful rendition of 
Ava Maria, a piece from a Swedish 
composer, contemporary songs and a 
Latin American piece. The audience 
should look forward to a unique 12th 
century song that the Women’s Choir 
will be singing. This particular selec- 
tion was written by afemale composer, 
a rarity for that era, so the song should 
be a real treat. 


Not to be outdone, the Men’s Cho- 
rus will sing from a set including spiri- 
tual songs, a selection from the 16th 
century and some show tunes which 
will be sure to please the crowd. 

Last, but certainly not least, the 100 
voices of the University Chorus will 
present selected movements from 
Mozart’s Solemn Vespers, featuring 
soprano Joyce Scolnick. They will also 
perform the concert’s finale, Sing Unto 
The Lord A New Song. This will be the 
California debut of this work, com- 
posed by Canadian Srul Irving Glick. 
This is achoral and orchestral work and 
will be sung not only in English, but 
Hebrew as well. 

The three choirs are always looking 
for more voices. Contrary to popular 
belief, you don’t have to be one of the 
Three Tenors to join. In fact, the only 
thing that a potential choir member 
needs to do is audition. If you were 
wondering why the three choirs are 
separate it’s because each is a separate 
class.

With the Big Sky Confer- 
ence women’s volleyball sea- 
son nearly completed, Sac State 
solidified second place by split- 
ting on the road this weekend. 

With an attacking percent- 
age of .299, led by senior out- 
side hitter Jill Haas’ 22 kills, 
the Hornets, 10-4 in Big Sky 
and 20-9 overall, secured their 
Big Sky tournament seeding. 

Setter Maureen Rafferty con- 
tinued her solid freshman cam- 
paign with 61 assists. Shannon

Pylor and Carrisa Buie added to 
the offensive barrage with 14 and 
12 kills respectively. 

The defense of the Hornets re- 
mained steadfast with 28 total 
blocks in limiting NAU to a hit- 
ting percentage of .234. The top 
hitter for NAU was Jenny 
Treglown with 16 kills. Sac 
State’s defense was supported by 
nearly every player on the floor. 
Paylor led the Hornets with 11 
digs, but Haas and Rebekah Cot- 


ter each chipped in with 10 as — 


CSUS tallied 64 digs in all. 
After the Hornets took care of 
business against NAU, Sac State 


found out: how tough CSU 
Northridge is at home. CSUN 
swept the Hornets 15-5, 15-5, 15- 
7 as the Matadors remained an 
undefeated 14-0 in Big Sky. 

The Hornets need to find a way 
to beat CSUN at home since the 
Matadors will host the Big Sky 
Conference Championship Nov. 
22-23. 

Sac State’s offense was lim- 
ited to just an attacking percent- 
age of .143, while CSUN hit for 
.313. Haas still ted the. Hornets 
offense with 14 kills, but CSUN’s

had 20 and 19 kills respectively. 


No other Hornet could get into 
double digits in kills. 

Rafferty, with a limited Hor- 
net attack, still dished out 38 as- 
sists giving her 1,392 for the sea- 
son which leads the Big Sky Con- 
ference.

The “Big Three” in American beer 
— All marketing and no substance 


I like beer. I really do. However, I 
detest American beer with all my taste- 
buds. The stuff is simply disgusting. It 
has no character, no flavor and no 
heart.

Maybe it’s a reflection of 
America itself; all marketing and no 
substance. 

Samuel Adams is the only mass- 
produced American beer that’s worth 
the hops that died to make it. Certain 
micro-brews are damn tasty too, and 
luckily enough the technology of beer 
crafting has improved so there’s plenty 
of micro-brews to choose from. 

The Big Three of American beers, 
Coors, Budweiser and Miller, are sad 
examples of beer making. More like 
beer bastardizing, if you ask me. Coors 
is the epitome of blandness. Bud (even 
the.name is repugnant) is so bitter that 
it makes my teeth hurt thinking about 
drinking it. Miller seems like some sort 
of failed hybrid between Coors and 
Bud. 

But, when I go out to Old Ironsides 
to catch some cool live music, what’s 
everybody drinking? Gross American 

beer, that’s what. They could be quaff- 
ing a Heineken, 4 Watney’s, a Foster’s 
or even a St. Pauli Girl. American beer 
drinkers seem to ignore the civilized 
beers and step back into the stone-age 
by ordering “two Buds please.” 

Even worse, ultra-cheap American 


beers seem to be making acomeback of 


‘ sorts. Why would you want to drink an 


Olympia, a Pabst or a Lucky Lager? 
These are worse than the Big Three in 
terms of sheer lack of quality. At least 
the Big Three sort of taste like beer. 
The cheapos don’teven resemble beer, 
but are like the MD 20/20 of American 
beer. 

If you’re going to drink beer, at least 


show a little respect for its history. - 


Drink something that has some class, 
some taste and some quality. Drink 
something that rises above crass com- 
mercialism to promote itself. Drink 
something that matters. 

Perhaps America’s fascination with 
shallowness is the problem here. Beer, 
at first glance, doesn’t seem to be much 
of a philosophical starting point — but 
bear with me for a while. Beer, like any 
other consumer good, is a mirror of 
social tastes and predilections. What 
people buy is what they are — a sad 


- commentary on people and one that 


would have Thoreau turning over in his 
grave. 

So much importance is placed on a 
product’s image rather than on its qual- 
ity. Beer commercials are the perfect 
example of this state of affairs. Coors, 
through its commercials, seems to be 
wooing the jock crowds. The commer- 
cials are featuring larger-than-life sports 
played in the mountains by giants who 


crash around. Budweiser appears to be 
aiming forthe middle-of-the-road types 
with its recent “born on” barrage of 
commercials. 

Miller is aggressively going after 
the in-between market by using com- 
mercials that are humorous. One of the 
most annoying things about American 
beer commercials is their manipulative 
nature. “Tastes Great, Less Filling” 
implies that you can drink more beer. 
“Tap the Rockies” means that you’re 
drinking a beer that’s pure and fresh. 
“King of Beers” assures you that you’re 
drinking the best beer that America has 
to offer. 

But, the thing that irritates me the 
most about beer commercials is their 
adolescent use of buxom babes to sell 
beer. Most every beer ad uses a buxom 
babe with perfect teeth to pitch its 
product. The message is clear: drink 
this brand of beer and women will be 
drawn to you and your sophistication 
like moths to a flame. 3 

What’s the deal here? Can’t a beer 
commercial air on TV without bring- . 
ing sex into the mix? Sex is far too 
important to be cheapened by linking it 
to beer.

Mario Savio and the desire for equality

ing me, brought back to my memory the 
glorious days of his leadership in the Free 
Speech movementto which [participated with 
enthusiasm. 

There are two images of him that are 
especially impressed inmy mind. The firstwas 
when he appeared as a guest on “Meet the 

Press.” Under .a barrage of unfriendly ques- 
' tions, he was superb and made the panel of 
newsmen feel pitiful. 

The other image was while he was stand- 
ing at the topof the Sproul Hall steps on the UC 
Berkeley campus, addressing a large number 
of whom were learning from him the strength 
of civil disobedience. It was a very valuable 
lesson that culminated in the opposition to the 
Vietnam War. 

Clark Kerr, then president of the Univer- 
sity of California, referred to the university as 
a “factory” where you work with your head 
down and your mouth shut. According to Kerr, 
the Free Speech movement was a noisy inter- 
ruption to this sort of academic life, and “‘a 
ritual of hackneyed complaints.” He and other 
UC administrators also suggested that the 
protesters were “‘rabblerousers dominated by 
Communists.” But the protesters ranged from 
Communists to Goldwater Republicans. 

Among the Communists who became es- 
pecially prominent in the demonstrations 
against the Vietnam War was Angela Davis. 
Davis was. my colleague at UCLA, and I 
remember the button some of us professors 
and many students were wearing. Itread “An- 
gela on Campus” because after it was discov- 
ered that she was amember of the Communist 
Party, she had to hold her classes off campus. 
It was aridiculous measure devised, by the UC 


) Savio, while sadden- i 





tration, among whom was Chuck Young, who 
later became the UCLA chancellor. 

In those Mario Savio and Angela Davis 
days, Young was one of the administrators 
who called the Los Angeles police to campus. 
Acting as “the pigs” they were referred to, 
police beat up the students and even tried torun 
over a group of protesting professors. I saw 
students bleeding profusely under the bestial 
violence of those cops. 









Angela Davis, whom I admire, is now a 
successful professor at UC thanks not only to 
her brilliantmind, butalso to affirmative action 
because she is a black woman. 

Mario Savio, an Italian-American son of a 
machine punch operator, graduated at the head 
of his high school of 1,200 in Queens and 
attended Manhattan College on a scholarship, 
and Queens College before going to Berkeley 
where he enrolled in 1963 as a philosophy 
major. 

His confrontational activities at Berkeley 
did not go unpunished. He was not allowed to 
continue his studies at UC and was sentenced 
to four months in prison for his part in one 
protestactivity. The govemmentagenciescon- 
tinued to stay after him and pushed him into a 
period of crisis. But he was resilient and in 
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1984 he received a bachelor’s degree summa: - 


cum laude, then a master’s degree, both in 
physics, from San Francisco State University. 

The stigma of the rebel, however, re- 
mained with him and he never succeeded in 
the academic world. When he died at the age 
of 53, he was a lectuter, not on a tenure track, 
in the Intensive Learning Program at Sonoma 
State University. 

Butup to the end he remained the brilliant 
speaker and agitator he was in the “60s. He 
campaigned at Sonoma State against Proposi- 
tion 209 in avery altruistic way since he, as an 
Italian-American, couldnotbenefit from affir- 
mative action, but most of all he was involved 
in a fight against an increase in tuition sup- 
ported by the Sonoma State Administration 
““nordertokeeptheschoolsmaller.” Itisaplan 
that will obviously hurt the poorest families, 
regardless of their race or color, and Savio was 
against this violation of equality. 

Equality is a word very present in Savio’s 


political vocabulary. In 1964, citing the time . 


he spent working for civil rights causes in the 
South earlier that year, he said, “I spent the 
summer in Mississippi. I witnessed tyranny. 
Then I came back here and found the univer- 
sity preventing us from collecting money for 
use there and even stopping us from getting 
people to go to Mississippi to help fight tyr- 
anny and work for equality.” 

In April 1997 at the City University of 
New YorkanInternational Conference willbe 
held on the theme, “The lost world of Italian- 
American Radicalism: Labor, Politics and 
Culture.” I intend to present a paper at this 
conference and am now proposing a panel on 
Savio. Weshall emphasize that he was among 


those whokeptalive that world. Bravo Mario! 
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“When I wasn't fecling very well my best
